Tls. 34.5797. The balance to credit afier 
payitg the Debenture Trustees 2; per cent of 
the year's profit was Tis 19,619.34, adding to 
which the Tls, 68,415.42 hrought forward made 
attotal of Tis. 88,034 76, The-bal..:-... "set 
showed that the amount owed to the bankers 
was Tls. 259,779.26, not an excessive 
amount. Debentures account showed a 
s'ight increase, but if there was deducted 
the amount paid to the Debenture Trustees, 
the account was really considerably less, Th» 
Directors would very much like to sce the. 
account stand a: amuch higher figure. Sundry 
creditcrs represented various amounts due by 
the mill, the greater part of which were now 
paid off, The debenture’ Sinking Fund had 
been fully explained in the report, The Pro- 
perty account covered all Jand and buildings 
belonging to the Company; the additions com- 
prised a cotton godown and a store room com- 
pleted, Plant and machinery were set down 
atthe same amount as last year, though they 
could not be replaced at.anything like that 
figure. The'umounts due to the Company’ 
under debtors were now nearly all paid = ‘The 
values put against stocks of cotton, yarn, stores,. 
ctc, had all been carefully verified, No amount 
had been written off for depreciation, but the 
Tis 18,559.88 spent in keeping machinery and 
plant in thoroughly, good order really stood for 
depreciation. The Cumpany had bought 
sufficient cotton to keep the mill. going for the 
next five or six months, and had sold their out- 
put of.yitrn forthe same period ata fair profit. 
As delivery of contracts fur seed and other 
native cotton was now fairly satisfactory, and 
there was a good supply of the Indian staple 
close at hand, night work would be recom- 
menced in a few,days and the cost of production 
thereby considerably reduced. Watered native 
cotton had still to be’ reckoned with and the 
percentage of added water seemed if anything 
rather on the increase: The ginning mill was 
now in thorough repair and giving good 
results,

GIBRALTAR. 


i —_——eq__ 

’ Prominence is given in the current number 
of Page’s Magaziné to an account, by Mr. 
John Léyland,: of the new dockyard at 
Gibraltar, The article is illustrated by special 
photographs, The author discusses the Ad- 
miraity plan for constructing a harbour and 
dockyard on the west side of the Rock. He 
incidentally deals with the controversy which 
arose as to the position chosen fur the works 
and the ul’ernate proposal for the formation of 
a harbour on the cast side Praciically a new 
dockyard and harbour are being culled into 
existence, involving an immense variety of 
‘work, both temporary and permanent, inctud- 
ing the building of breakwaters, docks, quays, 
retaining walls, stores, factories, boiler shops, 
and a pumping station, the displacing of the 
sea and reclaiming of the land, dredyiny, 
Dlasting, quarrying, tunnelling, bridge work, 
railway car struction, concrete ‘block mating, 
drainage; water supply, lighting, and ‘much 
else. Avast deal has already been accom- 
plished, but much remains yet to be done. 
One ifthe three’ dry docks, the swallest, of 
which & is Majesty laid the memorial coping: 
stone on April oth last, will soon be ready for 
use Itis now called King Edward's Dock. 
The steel caisson for closing the entrance 
was being erected when recently inspected. 
The workshops and stores are. approach. 
ing’completion, and the great puntping station 
is r.ady to begin its work. The South Mole, 
once called the New Mole, and the Detached 
Mole are practically finistied, while the Com- 
inercial Mole, completing the enclosure of the 
harbour, which will ibe handed over to the 
Colony of Gibraltar for coaling and commercial 
purposes, is well advanced towards completion. 
A fine illustration of what has been achieved 
in forming the grand harbour was recently 
afforded by ‘the presence there of. the wliole 
Mediterrinean Fleet, many of the ships lying in

Recent experiments, with regard to the pre- 
serving of coal in ‘butk, appear to ‘Point to the 
fact that this fuel does not deteriorate in water, 
Experiments have been made in Portsmoyth 
dockyard by the Admiralty on submerged coal, 
ind we'believe the results were far more satis- 
factory’ than, was anticipated... From experi- 
ments. recently carried out by the general 
manager of the Alexandra docks at Newport, it, 
would_even seem that coal is actually improved 
by being submerged. ‘In these experiments 
four kinds of coal were used and their calorific 
values compared, ‘Three of these had been 
submetged and consisted, of one suinple.of the 
hest Monmouth coal that had been submerged 
‘for three yeors, another that’had been ten. 
years under water and Jastly a lot of coal 
which was rec .vered from the river Nesh where 
it had Jain fora period not accurately known, 
but as it had worn quite smooth and was 
coveted with marine growth, there is no doubt 
it must have lain there a long time, These 
samples were all compared with the best fresh 
Monmouth coal and the results gave the fresh - 
coal Jast place... ; 

The trials were miade in a locomotive 
and the value in best producing qualities 
varied in accordance with the length of sub- 
mersion, In consequence it Appears advant- 
ageous to keep freshly ‘quarried coal under 


water for some time before using, It is well- |° 


known that coal kept exposed to the air dete- 
riorales to a: great extent, and this is not 
surprising when we ‘consider the conditions 
under which mast of our. coal-fields were 
formed. Geologists tell us that, o-iginally, 
when the general conditions of the carth were 
more favourable to plant life than- they are 
now, enormous forests of the ferns existed in. 
the marshes, and: in course of time these 
forests became submerged by the’ gradual 
subsidence of the land. The vepetable 
matter began to decay slowly, owing to fer- 
mentation under the water. Under these con- 
ditians, carbonic oxide and marsh gas were 
liberated and the remaining mass gradually 
became carbonised, passing through the diffe-, 
sent forms known respectively as peat, lignite, 
bituminous coal, anthracite and finally gra-' 
phite; which, is the densest form of coal and is 
Tt will thus be seen 
that, under waler, coal tends to became denser 
and approach a'perfect form of carbon, losing 
the gases that produce flame and smoke. Now 
in burning coal fresh from the mines, in which 
the gases are driven off too easily, there is a 
considerable waste of heat, in fame driven up 
the funne!; and gas compressed as it is,in coal 
has considerable weight. . Hydrogen as a heat 
producer is valuabte, but weighs furless in com: 
parison to most gases, and it is, there other 
gases which may be counted more or less as’ 
impurities. The tendency of water acting upon 
the coal seems to be to drive off the: less 
valuable gases, replacing them with a ceitain 
preparation of uncombihed oxygen, The coal 
most favoured in the British Navy is'a mixture. 
of two thirds of Welsh and one third North 
counteyyand 4 ton of this fuel is estimated to 
fill about forty cubic feet of space.. To the 
uninitiated, it seems rather 2 paradox that 
water should improve the, burning propertics 
of coal; fire and water always having been 
looked upon as distinctly antagonistic to one 
another, Yet the chemist will tell us that there 
is hardly a flame that we use that docs not owe 
its very existence to the presence of water 
actually manufactured during the process of 
burning. —Contribsited.
